Fall 2022 Visible Emissions (VE) Certification

A VE certification course (EPA Reference Method 9) consisting of a lecture session and several
field sessions will be held in Bismarck at the Environmental Training Center (2639 East Main
Avenue) this fall, free of charge.

The lecture session, which is mandatory for initial certification, and all field sessions will be
limited to 30 attendees. All participants must pre-register no later than September 30, 2022.
Registration forms will be accepted on a first-come, first-served basis, so early pre-registration is
encouraged.

Field Session A is available for recertification purposes while the lecture session is taking place
on October 4, 2022 (see schedule below).

A
certification of attendance or completion for the on-line course will be required to satisfy
the lecture component for initial certification.
